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New Deal Still 
Blows $2 for $1 


Deficit Looms Bigger Than 
Ever; Civil Service Is 
Put on Skids. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— 
Having entered its fourth year 
of administration March 4, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s New Deal is 
still spending two dollars for 
every dollar it takes in. Federal 


receipts for the 1936 fiscal year 
to Feb. 29 were $2,348,281,700, while 
expenditures stood at $4,758,686,381. 

This two-for-one spending pro- 
gresses despite the fact that the 
President said, in his first annual 
budget message, that the nation 
should plan for a balanced budget— 
which in simple terms means spend- 
ing no more money than you take 
in—during the “third year of re- 
eovery,” which is the 1986 fiscal year. 

Now all indications are that the 
1936 deficit will be surpassed by the 
deficit in the 1937 budget, which has 
been estimated to be more than 
$4,000,000,000. 

New Deal Spends 19 Billion. 

Since he was inaugurated on March 
4, 1938, the President has spent $19,- 
000,000,000, of which $10,000,000,000 
was for purposes other than the 
ordinary running expenses of the 
government. A further expenditure 
of more than $5,000,000,000 is pro- 
vided for. 

Most of the spending outside or- 
dinary expenditures was for the 
purpose of “priming the pump,” 
pouring Federal money out of the 
taxpayer’s pocket on the theory that 
business, once stimulated by the ar- 
tificial purchasing power created, 
would “pick up” of its own accord 
and put the idle millions back to 
work. After three years, with 
money still rolling out of the treas- 
ury in billions for relief and “made 
work” (boondoggling), the Ameri- 
ean Federation of Labor, through 
its president, William Green, esti- 
mates that at the end of January 
there were still 12,626,000 workers 
unemployed. The increase in unem- 
ployment of 1,229,000 from Decem- 
ber to January was the largest such 
increase in five years. 

As three years of the New Deal 
came to an end the National debt 
had reached a total of about $82,- 
000,000,000, a new high for all time. 
And an excellent prospect for the 
near future was a debt of 35 to 40 
billions of dollars. This would be 
a debt of $1,100 to $1.260 for every

It has set up fifty new agencies 
(mostly alphabetical bureaus) which 
have created hundreds of thousands 
of “administrative” laws—rules of 
executive order in which the exec- 
utive branch of the government is 
both judge and jury, may fine or 
imprison the citizen without his re- 
eourse to the courts, and may tell 
him what to do with his property. 
In the operation of these bureaus, 
the New Deal has added 250,000 full 
time federal employees, less than 1 
in 100 of them being required to 
pass civil service examinations, The 
civil service in three years has de- 
clined from S81 per cent of all fed- 
eral employees to 57 per cent. 

Three years have seen the crop 
curtailment program of AAA, com- 
bined with the drouth and New Deal 
free trade policies, produce the enig- 
matie condition of imports of for- 
eign farm products stealing the in- 
ternal market away from the Amer- 
ican farmer at a rapidly increasing 
rate. Imports of grains, bacon, 
hams, pork, beef, animal and vege- 
table oils have multiplied, until] in 
1935 farm products worth more 
than  $1,300,000,000 at current 
prices were imported to enrich the 
farmers of other countries. 

Roosevelt monetary policies caused 
the dollar to be devalued 40 per 
cent in gold content, with the result 
that on the basis of gold the farm- 
er sold his products at prices 13 per 
cent less than in 1932. 

Despite the fact that in his bud- 
get message at the start of the year, 
Poosevelt said that no new taxes 
would be required, the New Deal’s 
new farm program, new relief ex- 
penditures and other costs made it 
apparent that $1,500,000,000 or more 
in new taxes would be required.

Progress Administration, it was 
understood at the Relief Adminis- 
tration headquarters, constituted 
the first step in a program which 
calls for the dismissal of approx- 
imately 15,000 WPA workers by 
the end of March, and an addi; 
tional 10,000 each succeeding 
month until July first.

Shoshone, Where Is It? 


Last summer it was my privilege to visit 
a little town called Shoshone, away off in 
the God-forsaken wilds of Idaho, where 
men are men and the women are glad of it. 

During the summer it is so hot that 
people dare not siep out doors for fear that 
the huge heat waves will drown them. P In 
the course of many centuries the rabbits 
have learned to obtain a terrific speed in 
hopping from the shade of one twig to an-~ 
otehr. Lizards have legs like antelope for 
uSe in dodging rolling rocks, and the snakes 
walk like measuring worms. 

In winter the snows are so deep that all 
the houses are covered over and it thus be- 
comes necessary to live on the crust of the 
| Snow. “Old - timers” burrow like gophers 
but the younger folks live like Eskimoes. 

Most interesting of all were the methods 
| employed in sending and receiving mail. In 
winter the problem is very difficult, and as 
@ result there is only one round trip made 
during the whole season. A tunnel is dug 
through the snow to Shoshone Creek; then 
@ hole is cut in the ice and the mai] sacks 
are tied to a fish, along with a fire cracker 
in order to get a fast start. The return trip 
is made in early spring when the fish comes 
back to lay its eggs. In summer, they burn 
a hundred mile strip free of shade and tle 
the mail sacks on a rabbit’s tail. As men- 
tioned before, the rabbit attains a terrliic 
speed in search of shade. This, he finds as 
he booms into the cages at Boise. 

This information was furnished by “Red” 
Smith who describes the stages of his trip 
home as follows: (1) Train, (2) Bus, (3) 
Car, (4) Sheep train.

Cover with three-fourths of a cup 
of chopped, salted peanuts, and 
set in a pan of hot water.

Peas With 
Trimmings 


HERE is no better canned 

vegetable than a can of peas 

served just as it comes from 
the can, but peas with trimmings 
are also delicious, and serve to 
vary your menus. Peas and 
cheese, for instance. 

Peas au Gratin: Heat the con- 
tents of a No. 2 can of peas in 
their own liquor until it is al- 
most entir“ly absorbed, then 
spread the peas out in a buttered 
glass pie plate or shallow baking 
dish. Sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per, and pour over six tablespoons 
cream. Cover with one-half cup 
grated cheese, and dust with pa- 
prika. Place under broiler flame 
or in a very hot oven until the 
cheese melts and browns and the 
cream bubbles. Serve from the 
dish in which baked. Serves five 
to six. 


A New Pea Salad 
Pea and Beet Sandwich Salad: 
package lemon 
gelatin in one cup boiling water, 
and add one-half teaspoon salt. 
Add two tablespoons of this mix- 
ture to two packages of cream 
cheese, mashed. Now divide the 
remaining gelatin into two equal 
parts. To part one add one table- 
spoon vinegar, two teaspoons 
horseradish, seven tablespoons 
liquor from canned beets and one- 
half cup of the beets. To part 
two add one. tablespoon vine::.r, 
one tablespoon India relish, seyou 
tablespoons canned pea liquor and 
one-half cup of the peas. Pour 
part one into six individual wet 
molds, and let harden in refrig- 
erator. Then add the cheese mix- 
ture, spreading it evenly over the 
hardened gelatin, and let chill 
again. Then pour in part two, 
and finish hardening. “Serve un- 
molded onto lettuce, and garnish 
with mayonnaise. Serves six.*

Party Vegetable 


HENEVER we wanted to im- 


press our guests with the 
splendor of our meals at our 
house we invariably served as- 
Pparagus. That was a long time 
ago, but asparagus has never 
ceased to be a party vegetable. 
And, as is quite appropriate, 
people have never ceased to de- 
vise tasty new party dresses for 
it. The latest ones are very at- 
tractive. You should see, or 
rather taste 
Asparagus and Shrimp Cock- 
tail: Line two cocktail glasses 
with lettuce leaves. Cut the tips 
from a can of asparagus (reserv- 
ing stalks for creaming or soup 
the next day) and arrange with 
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eight canned shrimps in the let- 
tuce-lined glasses. Combine two 
tablespoons mayonnaise with two 
tablespoons chili sauce, and pour 
over. Serve very cold. Serves 
two. 


In Regal Garb 


Asparagus a la King: Heat the 
asparagus in one square can in 
its own liquor, pouring off one- 
third cup liquor to use in white 
sauce. Make this white sauce of 
two tablespoons butter, two table- 
spoons flour, one-half cup water, 
one-third cup asparagus liquor, 
one-half cup evaporated milk and 
salt and pepper. Add twe table- 
spoons shredded pimiento. Sauté 
two tablespoons shredded green 
pepper and the contents of a two- 
ounce can mushrooms in one 
tablespoon butter, and add. Lay 
asparagus on hot buttered toast, 
and pour sauce over. Serves four. 

And here’s an asparagus recipe 
which you can serve to six people 
for about half a dollar in which 
this vegetable appears in the best 


Parisian style: 

Asparagus Salad Parisienne: 
Drain and chill the asparagus 
tips from a 15-ounce can; then 
arrange on one-half bunch of crisp 
romaine. Finely chop half the 
contents of a 4-ounce can pimi- 
ento,,and add with two table- 
spoons capers to one-third cup 
French dressing. Pour over the 
salad and serve very cold. Serves 
six.* ; 
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
